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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH  for  the  Year  1949 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
year  1949.  In  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  2/50  the  report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines 
of  that  for  1948,  and  with  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  deals  with  matters  within  the  responsibility  of  your 
Public  Health  Department. 

This  has  been  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  new 
organisation  of  health  services  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  with  the  County  Council  as  local  health 
authority  and  hospital  accommodation  under  the  control  of  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Board.  I  can  report  that  co-operation  between 
these  bodies  and  the  Department  has  prevailed  and  an  all-round 
efficiency  has  resulted. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population,  at  18,030 
brings  us  over  the  18,000  mark  for  the  first  time  with  an  increase 
for  the  year  of  50  persons.  Total  live  births  and  total  deaths 
have  again  decreased  slightly.  There  were  seven  deaths  from  all 
foims  of  tuberculosis  as  against  two  deaths  last  year  and  ten 
deaths  from  Pneumonia,  no  deaths  occurring  from  other  infec¬ 
tious  diseases.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  have  dropped 
from  fifteen  last  year  to  seven  this — a  good  feature. 

It  is  indeed  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  has 
been  notified  during  the  year.  Immunisation  and  generally 
healthier  conditions  need  no  better  recommendation  than  this 
when  one  recalls  that  some  years  ago  many  children  died  from 
this  dreaded  disease. 

It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  report  that  generally  the 
health  of  the  people  of  this  district  has  been  good  during  1949.

Coal  from 
the  various  workings  under  the  district  is  now  hauled  to  the 
surface  along  the  “drift”  emerging  at  the  Denby  Coal  Washery 
site,  a  few  yards  outside  the  area. 

Other  industries  include  Heavy  Engineering  Works,  Agricul¬ 
tural  Implement  Works,  Dye  Works,  Refractories,  Brick  Works, 
Lime  Works  and  the  processing  of  Flax.  Factories  employing 
mainly  female  labour  produce  hair  and  fibre  cloths,  candle  wicks, 
plaited  lace,  shoe  laces,  etc.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  immunisation 
service  is  now  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  All  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  will  arrange 
to  give  immunising  injections  free  of  charge. 

Scarlet  Fever 

57  cases  were  notified  as  against  48  last  year.  34  were 
removed  to  isolation  hospital  and  all  recovered.  The  cases  arose 
mainly  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and  were  scattered  through¬ 
out  the  area.  Disinfection  of  school  classrooms  was  carried  out 
as  a  precautionary  measure. 

Measles. 

An  epidemic  arose  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  with 
320  cases  notified,  mainly  of  a  mild  form.  64  cases  were  notified 
last  year  and  356  during  1947,  pointing  to  the  biennial  appearance 
of  this  disease  in  epidemic  form. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Incidence  was  high  at  66  cases,  all  recovering. 

Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  of  the  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  for  the 

YEAR  1949 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  tor  the  year 
1949  giving  details  of  works  carried  out  by  the  Department  in 
the  field  of  general  environmental  hygiene  and  other  delegated 
duties. 

Housing  accommodation  and  the  abatement  of  overcrowding 
remain  major  problems  with  this  authority  as  with  all  others. 
The  reflection  of  this  on  the  duties  of  a  sanitary  officer  is  to 
show  him  to  be  in  the  invidious  position  of  middleman  between 
the  tenant  whose  wish  is  firstly  for  a  new  house,  but  secondly 
for  the  improvement  of  his  existing  sub-standard  house,  and 
the  owner  who  can  but  economically  maintain  his  property, 
let  alone  improve  it  under  the  present  rent  control  system.  The 
benefits  of  the  grant-aid  systems  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
must  interweave  with  an  overall  scheme  for  redevelopment 
under  earlier  Acts  and  whereas  the  time  for  this  may  still  not  yet 
be  ripe  a  survey  of  all  existing  housing  accommodation  is  over¬ 
due.  Such  a  survey  must  be  the  result  of  a  nationally  conceived 
policy  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  in  progress  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  deferred  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  came  into  operation  along  with  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Act,  1949.  It  is  too  early  to  comment 
on  the  transfer  of  duties  from  local  authorities  under  these  Acts 
but  it  can  be  stated  that  the  many  important  duties  laid  down 
as  remaining  with  them  will  need  to  be  administered  fully  to 
ensure  overall  success  of  the  national  policy. 

Where  necessary  I  have  made  comments  in  the  various 
sections  of  my  report  but  at  this  point  I  must  tender  my  thanks 
to  members  of  the  Council  and  the  officials  of  all  departments 
for  the  assistance  given  so  readily  at  all  times. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935, 
require  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  provide  the  Medical  Officer  of

Reference  is  made  below  to  specific  activities  under  the 
various  Parts  of  this  Act. 


PART  2— SANITATION  AND  BUILDINGS 

The  Council  have  reconsidered  the  question  of  sewering 
Upper  and  Lower  Hartshay  and  plans  and  estimates  of  costs 
are  being  prepared.  The  realisation  of  this  project  will  make 
it  possible  to  rid  the  district  of  a  large  proportion  of  its  pail 
closets  and  cesspools. 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  for  two  isolated  properties 
in  the  Bullbridge  area  has  been  made  possible  by  the  agreement 
of  owners  of  adjoining  lands  and  the  laying  of  abnormal  lengths 
of  drainage  pipes.  The  “Toll  Bar  Cottage”  was  connected  by 
250  feet  of  drains  to  the  house  drains  of  “Park  Lodge”  within 
the  boundary  of  the  Belper  R.D.  Council.  “The  Beeches”  was 
connected  by  500  feet  of  drains  to  the  drainage  system  of 
properties  lower  down  the  Bullbridge  Hill. 

W.C.  Conversions 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  a  further  49  conversions 
have  been  completed  during  the  year,  the  owners  receiving  the 
Council  s  grant  of  £5  towards  the  cost.  Consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  increasing  of  this  financial  aid  but  it  has  been 
decided  that  this  cannot  be  effected  for  the  time  being.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  present  rate  of  conversion  will  continue  as  it 
has  been  possible  already  to  cut  down  cleansing  costs  by  a 
reduction  of  hours  employed  on  the  work  of  pail  emptying.

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  under  this  heading.  All 
reported  cases  of  the  presence  of  vermin  have  been  cleared  by 
use  of  various  chemical  preparations,  the  presence  of  cockroaches 
being  the  main  cause  for  action.  A  particular  case  worthy  of 
note  was  the  the  ridding  of  a  house,  after  the  decease  of  the 
tenant,  of  the  presence  of  bedbugs,  fleas  and  cockroaches.  This 
was  done  by  repeated  spray  and  D.D.T.  fumigation. 

My  report  for  1948  under  this  heading  included  a  statement 
on  the  work  commenced  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Sub- 
Committee  in  connection  with  conditions  at  certain  of  the 
Council’s  houses.  Seven  inspections  had  been  made  by  the 
Sub-Committee  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  all-round  improvements  have  been  made  at  these  houses 
and,  equally  important,  have  been  maintained.  It  should  be 
stressed  that  the  houses  visited  in  this  connection  form  a  very 
small  percentage  of  the  total  Council  houses. 


PART  3— NUISANCES 

The  tabular  statement  above  gives  details  of  action  taken 
for  the  abatement  of  statutory  nuisances  and  calls  for  no 
specific  comment.  Details  were  given  last  year  of  the  steps  being 
taken  at  the  Flax  Factory,  Heage  Road,  to  overcome  the  alleged 
nuisance  from  the  flax  retting  process.  The  constructional  work 
entailed  has  been  completed  with  satisfactory  results. 


PART  4— WATER  SUPPLY 

Six  samples  have  been  taken  of  water  supplied  to  the  district 
by  the  three  supplying  authorities,  being  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board,  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  Water  Board  and  the 
Belper  Urban  District  Council.  The  former  two  gave  satisfactory 
results  but  in  the  latter  case  adjustment  to  the  degree  of 
chlorination  was  found  to  be  necessary,  which  when  carried  out 
gave  satisfactory  results  to  further  sampling.

Scabies 

The  Alfreton  and  Ripley  Scabies  Clinic  remained  open  until 
October  when  the  decision  of  the  Joint  Committee  was  to  close 
down  due  to  the  falling  off  of  numbers  of  cases  coming  forward 
for  treatment  or  being  traced.

PART  9— COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

The  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  district  is  no  longer 
used  as  such  but  after  transfer  of  ownership  during  the  year 
has  been  put  into  use  as  a  form  of  hostel  for  male  casual  labour 
employed  in  and  around  the  town.  Sanitary  accommodation  and 
washing  facilities  have  been  renewed  and  the  premises  are  being 
generally  renovated. 
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PART  11— TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  ETC. 

Adequate  sanitary  conditions  have  been  maintained  at 
licensed  caravans.  One  additional  licence  was  issued  for  a 
period  of  six  months.  A  derelict  van  and  sheds  at  Street  Lane 
were  found  to  be  occupied  under  extremely  insanitary  conditions. 
The  premises  were  vacated  and  closed  without  recourse  to 
statutory  action. 


HOUSING 

The  85  Council  houses  completed  during  the  year  along  with 
the  17  private  houses  built  under  licence  have  been  no  mean 
achievement  for  this  district.  The  Council’s  houses  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  let  under  the  Points  Scheme  and  the  granting  of 
private  enterprise  licences  has  been  made  with  due  regard  to 
housing  needs  so  that  good  progress  has  been  made  in  decreasing 
the  number  of  cases  of  gross  overcrowding.  Where  applicants 
have  been  allocated  points  for  insanitary  conditions  and  have 
been  re-housed,  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  have 
been  served  with  notice  for  repairs  prior  to  re-letting.

The  licensing  of  building  repair  works  in  respect  of  housing 
has  continued  with  the  ‘free’  financial  limit  fixed  at  £100  and 
with  a  ceiling  figure  for  total  licensing  fixed  by  the  Regional 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Works.  For  works  other  than  housing 
the  Regional  Officer  has  continued  to  forward  applications  for 
consideration  and  inspection  before  issue  of  licence  was  decided 
by  him.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  licences  have  been  agreed  for 
the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  sanitary  accommodation 
at  various  Inns. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

Statutory  sampling  is  carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information: 

"During  the  year  1949,  80  samples,  including  29  Milks,  were 
taken  in  the  area  of  the  Ripley  Urban  District  Council. 

One  sample  of  Milk  contained  a  small  amount  of  added 
water  and  one  was  deficient  in  fat.  The  vendors  of  these  samples 
were  cautioned. 

“Six  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  deficient  in  fat.  In  the 
absence  of  a  Statutory  Standard  no  proceedings  were  taken, 
but  the  results  were  included,  along  with  other  samples  taken 
during  the  year,  in  reports  to  the  Ministry,  as  requested  in  their 
Circular  M.F.3/49. 

"The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory.” 
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Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The 
inspection  of  cottager’s  pigs,  slaughtered  under  licences  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  has  continued. 

During  the  year  the  following  amounts  of  food  were  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  voluntarily  surrendered  for 
disposal.  Wherever  possible,  such  food  suitable  for  animal 
feeding  is  dealt  with  under  the  Council’s  Kitchen  Waste  Scheme, 
and  forwarded  for  sterilisation.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 

There  are  30  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  area. 
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Precautions  against  contamination  of  food 

The  right  to  demand  clean  food  over  the  counter,  if  not 
under,  has  been  kept  before  the  public,  rightly  so,  by  the  Press 
and  various  trade  and  other  organisations.  The  work  of  the 
department  has  been  concentrated  on  routine  visits  to  food 
handling  premises  and  a  general  spirit  of  co-operation  and 
desire  to  comply  with  basic  rules  of  hygiene  has  been  displayed 
by  managements  and  staffs.  Talks  to  trade  organisations  have 
been  given  and  a  free  film  show  and  exhibition  was  arranged 
in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
on  the  theme  of  damage  and  contamination  of  food  by  pests. 
Fortunately  there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified 
in  the  district  during  year  but  after  perusal  of  reports  of  some 
outbreaks  in  this  country  I  am  inclined  to  the  view  that  perhaps 
the  public  eye  should  now  be  turned  towards  the  necessary 
precautions  against  food  contamination  in  the  home,  so  very 
necessary  if  the  good  work  of  manufacturers  and  retailers  is 
not  to  be  nullified.  Without  discussing  refrigeration,  the  basic 
necessity  in  the  home  is  the  clean,  well  lighted  and  ventilated 
larder  with  its  stock  of  susceptible  foods,  meats,  milk,  custards, 
creams,  etc.,  properly  covered  or  otherwise  protected,  and  with 
clean  hands  taking  them  into  use. 

One  does  not  want  to  visualise  the  situation  when  the  shop¬ 
keeper  must  say — “Here  is  your  order,  Madam.  Each  commodity 
has  been  prepared  under  the  most  stringent  hygienic  conditions 
and  untouched  by  hand  before  final  wrapping — I  trust  they  will 
continue  to  receive  such  delicate  care  before  final  consumption.” 

The  Ministry  of  Food  Model  Byelaws,  Series  1 — “Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open 
Air”— have  been  adopted  for  application  in  this  district. 

Eighteen  premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

ice  Cream 

At  the  end  of  the  year  six  premises  were  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream,  one  additional  factory  being  com¬ 
pleted  and  in  use.  Nineteen  premises,  in  the  main  confectioners 
shops,  were  in  use  and  registered  for  the  sale  or  storage  of  ice 
cream.  Fifteen  of  these  were  selling  pre-packed  ice  cream  only. 

Samples  were  taken  for  submission  to  the  provisional 
Methylene  Blue  Test  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  both 
of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district  and  as  supplied  by 
outside  firms.  The  results  were  of  great  value  in  the  checking 
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of  methods  of  production  by  local  manufacturers  and  it  was 
possible  to  obtain  grade  1  or  2  samples  after  investigation  of 
causes  of  unsatisfactory  grade  3  or  4  results.  Total  results 
were  as  follows: —

Results  of  samples  of  ice  cream,  taken  by  the  County 
Sampling  Officer  for  analysis  of  fat  content,  have  been  supplied 
by  the  County  Analyst  and  have  been  forwarded  to  manufac¬ 
turers  by  the  department. 


Milk  Supply 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  along  with  new 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  the  structure  of  milk  control  work 
as  carried  out  by  the  Department  has  undergone  a  complex 
change.  The  registration  and  control  of  dairy  farmers  and  their 
premises  is  now  the  concern  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  and  the  licensing  of  pasteurisation  plants  has  become 
the  concern  of  the  County  Council.  This  authority  remains 
responsible  for  the  registration  and  control  of  distributors  of 
milk,  a  new  term  in  milk  legislation,  and  of  dairies  other  than 
dairy  farms.  The  licensing  of  dealers  of  graded  milks  is  also 
the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority.  A  summary  of  the  new 
registers  is  as  follows:

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

All  possible  efforts  have  been  made  to  carry  out  the  services 
provided  by  the  Department  both  regularly  and  efficiently  and 
once  again  mild  winter  conditions  have  assisted  in  this  direction. 
Whereas  sickness  among  the  staff  caused  difficulty  last  year,  it 
is  pleasing  to  report  that  absence  due  to  sickness  has  been 
negligible  during  1949. 

The  44-hour  week  has  continued  to  operate  with  a  5^-day 
week  during  the  20  mid-winter  weeks  and  a  5-day  week  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  financial  details  given  below  are  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1950,  and  comparable  figures  for  previous  years  are 
shown.

Equipment  and  Garage  Accommodation 

The  repair  workshop  has  now  been  constructed  as  an  exten¬ 
sion  to  the  existing  buildings  at  the  Nottingham  Road  Depot  and 
electric  light  and  power  has  been  installed.  The  use  of  this, 
with  the  storage  rooms  leading  from  it,  is  being  found  to  be  of 
the  greatest  assistance. 

Refuse  Tips 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  the 
Waingroves  Tip  and  the  Old  Road  Tip,  Heage.  In  anticipation 
oi  the  completion  of  the  former  an  agreement  has  been  made 
with  the  Butterley  Company,  Ltd.,  for  the  filling  of  a  disused 
railway  cutting  at  Waingroves,  quite  close  to  the  existing  Tip. 

Infestation  has  not  been  marked  at  either  site  and  seasonal 
treatments  of  Gammexane  D.034  Dust  have  been  applied. 
Estimated  tonnages  of  refuse  handled  are  as  follows: 
Waingroves  Tip:  5,342  tons.  Old  Road  Tip:  2,023  tons. 

Trade  Refuse 

By  resolution  of  the  Council  trade  refuse  is  collected  from 
business  premises  on  payment  of  the  following  charges. 
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6d.  per  bin  per  week  for  each  bin  over  the  first  in  the  case 
of  lock-up  shops  and  6d.  per  bin  per  week  over  the  first  two  bins 
in  other  cases  or  where  appropriate. 

The  normal  charges  for  haulage  and  labour  are  made  where 
removal  by  loading  is  required.  The  charge  per  load  of  refuse 
deposited  on  the  Council’s  Tips  with  prior  permission  is  2/6d.

Utilisation  of  Refuse 

The  year  has  been  an  uneasy  one  in  the  salvage  world  with 
conflicting  reports  as  to  markets  for  various  materials  and  an 
apparent  reversion  of  the  supply  and  demand  position.  January 
saw  a  demand  in  particular  for  more  and  more  paper  but  in 
July  the  Directorate  of  Salvage  and  Recovery  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  removed  the  obligation  of  local  authorities  to  collect  all 
forms  of  salvage  except  kitchen  waste. 

The  increase  of  supply  over  demand  in  this  commodity  saw 
many  authorities  with  stocks  of  baled  paper  which  had  to  be 
burned  and  salvage  organisations  which  had  to  be  scrapped.  It 
is  fortunate  that  this  authority  had  a  steady  outlet  for  waste 
paper,  although,  as  was  to  be  expected,  decreases  in  prices  for 
various  grades  came  along  and  had  to  be  accepted.  It  can  be 
said,  with  a  good  measure  of  safety,  that  the  salvaging  of  paper 
can  be  continued  economically  for  some  time.  The  Board  of 
Trade  Waste  Paper  Allowance  ceased  on  the  31st  December,  1949. 
The  Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Allowance  ceased  on  the  30th 
April,  1949,  and  increased  prices  for  raw  and  concentrated  waste 
operated  as  from  2nd  May,  1949. 

In  June  the  Council  agreed  to  enter  the  scheme  of  the  Joint 
Scrap  Survey  District  Committee  for  the  segregation  and 
despatch  of  unbaled  tins  and  galvanised  materials.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  have  worked  well  and  approximately  two  tons  per  week 
have  been  loaded  on  rail. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainties  referred  to  above  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  an  increase  in  total  income  over  former  years,  with  a 
reasonable  margin  of  profit.
